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Ricker’s saw mill pictured on the cover is one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest, saw mill in continuous operation in the state. This mill is on 
the site of the first mill built on the Wells River about 1780, and there 
has been a mill on this site ever since. A man by the name of Lund 
built the first saw mill. In 1857 A. H. Ricker purchased the mill and 


100 acres of land. He continued to purchase timber land until his hold- 


ings amounted to more than 2000 acres. 


The original mill was equipped with an ‘‘up-and-down”’ saw, this 
Mr. Ricker changed to a ‘circular’ mill. After the death of A. H. Ricker 
his sons, Edmund D. and Harry M. carried on the business for a number 
of years, then Harry M. purchased his brother’s interest and continued the 
business. Now the firm name is H. M. Ricker & Sons. Thus three gen- 
erations have operated the mill, turning out from one-half million to a 


million feet annually. 


At one time Groton had seven saw mills, but at the present time 
this is the only saw mill in town. This mill is an important factor’in the 
industrial activities of Groton. It is worthy of note that during all the 
years of slackness in the lumber business and the late depressions the 
Rickers have kept their mill running and given employment to many of 


our citizens. 


Groton is proud of the record this mill has made in the length of 
continuous service, and holds in high esteem the Rickers who by their 
good judgment and unwavering loyalty to home industries have so suc- 


cessfully conducted this business.

The Unselected Highway money for town roads was expended as 
follows:

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Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions existing 
in the schools of the Town of Groton. 

The Caledonia-Orange district is made up of four towns and one 
incorporated district as follows: Newbury, Ryegate, Groton, Orange and 
Wells River Incorporated District. . 

There are 46 teachers in the district this year. These are divided 
as follows: Newbury 154, Ryegate 10, Groton 84, Orange 6 and Wells 
River 6. The total number of pupils enrolled in the district during the 


Fall term was 824, a decrease of 62 compared with the enrollment at the’ 


corresponding time last year. 


Two changes have been made in the teaching staff. Mr. Douglass 
Dopp has replaced Mr. Charles Boright as principal of the high school 
and Miss Barbara Thompson took the place of Miss Grace Chamberlin 
at the Westville School. 

A total of 192 pupils were enrolled for the Fall term, just two 
less than for the corresponding time last year. The following table gives 
the enrollment by schools and by grades. The per cent of attendance is 
also given.

There were 26 high school tuition pupils enrolled for the Fall 
term. These were divided as follows: Ryegate 23, Topsham 2, Newbury 
1. Three elementary tuition pupils from Topsham have attended school in 
Groton during the Fall term. 


The low per cent of attendance at the Westville School was due 
to transportation difficulties. 
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The State aid for this year is $3059.51 compared with $3432.37 
last year. The decrease is due to the loss of state aid on the South 
School which has been closed. 


In addition to the regular state aid there is $450 a year received 
on account of Agriculture and Shop Work and $625 a year on account 
of Home Economics. 


We have been able to secure Mrs. Helen Armstrong for part time 
health service in the schools, this year. In order to continue this service 
an appropriation will have to be made by the town this year. As many 
other towns are waiting to secure this service it is hoped that the town 
will vote this appropriation. 


The P. T. A. has appropriated some money to be used for health 
work, such as for vaccinations and a physical examination by a doctor. 
The P. T. A. has also provided a motion picture for the school. This 
will make it possible for the school to secure a film, every week, from 
the Fleming Museum, to be shown to the pupils on the projector owned 
by the school. 


An electric clock for the commercial room was presented by last 
year’s graduating class. This is much appreciated. 


A scholarship cup has been provided by the Alumni Association. 
The class with the highest scholastic average for the year is to have its 
numerals put on the cup. This interest on the part of the Alumni is 
much appreciated. 


The outside of the village building has been painted. One more 
classroom and the hall-way downstairs have been painted and repaired. 
The Grammar Room is in the worst condition at present. 


One more teacher is needed to help with the work of the first 
eight grades. This is due to the unusually large enrollment in the school. 
Mrs. Donald has been relieved by keeping the third grade in the Inter- 
mediate Room all the time. Both the Intermediate and Grammar Rooms 
are overcrowded. Prin. Dopp has helped a great deal by having the ele- 
mentary pupils come into the high school study hall. High school teach- 
ers are also taking these pupils for Home Economics and Science classes. 


Home Economics is being continued under Federal aid with half 
the salary paid from Federal funds. The girls are doing very good work, 
A hot lunch has been provided under the supervision of Mrs. Steele with 
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the help of two W. P. A. workers. Over 100 children have been setved 
at some meals. 


The Agriculture and Shop Work Course is being continued this 
year in the same building. An Opportunity has arisen to have a new 
building provided on the school grounds at comparatively small expense 
to the town. Under the N. Y, A. the state will] pay all the expense for 
labor and one-half the cost of materials. Out of school young people in 
the community will be used, under the supervision of a local carpenter 
or contractor. This would give employment to people in the community 
and would be more satisfactory than the present arrangement as far as the 
school work is concerned. It would also be possible, with this building, 
to find room for another elementary teacher, 


It is hoped that this proposition will be seriously considered, 
Some other communities have accepted and are already starting work, 


The following isa summary of some of the things that should be 
considered: 


1. Systematic improvement of the village building continued. 


2. An appropriation voted to continue the services of a Public 
Health Nurse. 


3. Advantage taken of the Opportunity to secure a new Agricul. 
ture and Shop Work building at comparatively small expense to the town. 


4. Another elementary teacher provided after another room has 
been secured. 


5. Teachers’ salaries maintained at a level high enough to retain 
and secure good teachers, 


In conclusion I wish to thank parents, teachers, and directors for 
their cooperation with me and for the support that they have given the 
schools,

In memory of the Gilmans, I present this memorial entrance to 
the Town of Groton, Vermont.”

It is fitting that some of the activities of this family during their 
residence in Groton should be recorded. | 

H. L. Gilman came to Groton in September 1888, having pur- 
chased the grist mill of A. L. Clark. His keen business judgment built 
up a large business in this little village and added greatly to its industrial 
life. . 

Mr. Gilman was born in Marshfield, Vermont, the son of S. L. 
and Diantha Powers Gilman. In-1881 he married Abbie, daughter of 

Isaac Richardson of Bethlehem, N. H. A son, Harold, was born in 1889. 
_ Both Mr. and Mrs. Gilman were greatly interested in the civic and 
social affairs of the town. Their home was ever a welcome place to 
friends and visitors. They were reliable, influential citizens and took 
great pleasure in helping to build a better and more progressive social 
and industrial life in the community.. px 

They selected a beautiful lot in the cemetery, beautified the 
grounds and erected an imposing monument. 

Their son, Harold, while athomeona furlough from his entrance 
into the army of the World War, was the victim of an automobile acci- 
dent, and the first buried in the lot. Now father, mother and son sleep 
side by side in the homeland they loved so well. 

Groton people will look upon this memorial entrance through 
coming years with deep appreciation of former residents, and of a family a 
that was congenial, kindly and helpful.

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‘ Vermont’s Sesquicentennial 


One hundred and fifty years ago March 4, Vermont was admitted 
into the Union, and nearly every town in the state will at some time dur- 
ing the year hold a celebration of this event. 


Unprecedented in the history of our Nation is the record of Ver- 
mont’s first settlers in their struggles to establish and maintain the inde- 


pendence of the State. Sacrifices unknown to the present generation were 


made by our fathers to mould into an ideal state of “Freedom and Unity,” 
these green hills of Vermont. 


Groton did not take so important part in the formation of state- 
hood as the neighboring towns of Newbury, Ryegate and Peacham. Nev- 
ertheless, her citizens possessed the same sterling characteristics. Their 
courage, sacrifices and unremitting labor went into the work of making 
the town a home for pioneers. 


, The town was chartered Oct. 20, 1789 by Governor Chittenden 
to Thomas Butterfield and 61 others. The first permanent settler was 
Capt. Edmund Morse, who came to Groton in 1783 or 1784. He settled 
in the north part of the town. He built the first saw mill and grist mull 
in town. He was captain of the miltia, proprietors’ clerk for non-resident 
proprietors, and blacksmith. He was, in reality, the father of the town. 


The town was organized March 28, 1797 with the following officers: 
Samuel Bacon, Moderator; Samuel Bacon, Nathaniel Knight and James 
Abbott, Selectmen; Nathaniel Knight, Clerk, Jonathan James, Treasurer; 
William Frost, Constable; Dominicus Gray, Town Grand Juror; Israel 
Bailey and Edmund’ Morse, Tithing Men; Aaron Hosmer, Jr. and Silas 
Lund, Highway Surveyors; Robert Darling, Surveyor of Lumber; William 


- Frost, Sealer of Weights and Measures; James Hooper, Fence Viewer. 


Sally, daughter of Capt. Edmund Morse, was the first child born 
in town, Sept. 2. 1787. 


Nathaniel Knight was the first school teacher in town, teaching 


ten winters in succession in the first settlement, most of the time in part 


of the dwelling of James Abbott. 


Jonathan Macomber was the first representative to the State Legis- 
lature, in 1803. 
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Nine residents of Groton were soldiers in the Revolutionary War; 
twenty-five in the War of 1812; six in the Mexican War, and a large 
quota in the Civil War and World War. 


The Groton boy, Private William Scott, “The Sleeping Sentinel” 
pardoned by President Lincoln, brought honor to his native town and 
won the name of being the “most noted private soldier in the Civil 
War.” A monument to his memory stands near the site of his birthplace 
on U. S. Route 302. } 


Groton boys of today are doing their part enlisting in the army 
being organized for the defense of the Republic and awaitiug the out- 
come of the present World War. 


Wells River rises in Lake Groton and flows into the Connecticut 
River at Wells River. It was the water route traveled by the Indians in 
their journey across the state and often used by Indian Joe and Molly, 


An Indian trail went through the town, traveled by the Indians 
and soldiers in the early days and an original map drawn by one who 
passed over the trail is in the ‘historical matter of the town written by 
the late Hosea Welch. 


A powder horn carried by Jesse Heath in the Revolutionary War 
is in the possession of Leslie Page. 


The town plans to hold a celebration later when a full program 
can be carried out. | 


It is hoped that many historical facts and relics can be gathered 
to help make the celebration of great interest.
